Claims 1-16 are pending

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The technical feature 
linking Groups l-lll is determination of pepsinogen I (PGI) and gastrin-1 7 (G-1 7) analyte 
concentrations, as well as determining the presence or concentration of a marker for 
Helicobacter pylori. This is not a special technical feature as it is taught by references 
suggesting use of all three markers, for example, as taught in Vaananen et al. 
(European Journal of Gastroenterology & Hepatology. 15(8):885-891, August 2003). 
Thus, the said technical feature is not a special technical feature 
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This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

A. Class of gastric mucosa to be assessed - as in claim 2; 

B. Type of Helicobacter pylori marker - as in claims 8,9
